IN DELHI WAS DOMINATED THIS MORNING BY LENGTHY AND ENTHUSI- 
ASTIC ACCOUNTS OE SECRETARY KISSINGER'S APRIL 15 MEETING 
WITH SWARAN SINGH, GENERALLY ACCOMPANIED BY A VERY FINE 
A.P. PHOTO OF A HANDSHAKE- WITH-A-SMILE. THE GENERAL TENOR OF 
THE COVERAGE IS INDICATED BY THE HINDUSTAN TIMES HEADLINE 
"KISSINGER ASSURED US AID TO INDIA". THE OVERALL IMPRESSION 
GIVEN BY THE SEVERAL ACCOUNTS OF WHAT WAS OBVIOUSLY AN 
UPBEAT AND EVENTEUL MEETING IS THAT THE SECRETARY COMMITTED 
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RSCHEDULING,HELP WITH FERTILIZER PRODUCTION, AND NEW 
MECHANISMS TO EOSTER SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLOGICAL 
COOPERATION WITH INDIA. HE IS DEPICTED AS HAVING PROMISED A 
THREE DAY VISIT TO DELHI IN JUNE, AND INDICATED EIRM U.S.

HE PRAISED THE RECENT TRI-PARTITE AGREEMENT. ANOTHER GROUP

NATIONS WAS CHARACTERIZED BY A HEADLINE ON THE FRONT PAGE 
OE THE STATESMAN "MAJOR SHIET IN U.S. POLICY". THESE
